PLAYGROUNDS 
How important is the public playground to 
a city? 
Figures just issued by the Children’s Bureau 
of the U. S. Department of Labor are interesting. 
J n Milwaukee, for instance, the number of 
juvenile delinquents has decreased 20 per cent 
in the last 25 years, although the city’s popula­ 
tion has doubled during that time. 
Competent 
observers believe this was due largely to the de­ 
velopment of 
supervised 
playgrounds 
during 
these two decades. 
Again: 
In Dayton, O., the sections of the 
city with adequate playground facilities have 30 
per cent less delinquency than 
sections which 
lack them. 
A city that spends pfenty of money on play­ 
grounds is acting wisely. 
This is a fact that 
should be forced on the attention of every city 
government in the country. 


HOW AN ESTATE SHRINKS 
Settling up is an expensive process for any 
estate. 
The average estate, it has been discov.- 
ered, loses 20 per cent of its weight at such 
a 
time. 
In addition, it happens that the smaller es­ 
tate to be settled, the greater the burden. 
It 
costs much more, comparatively, to settle a $ 2,000 
estate than a $ 2,000,000 one. 
Figures compiled by the National Association 
of Life Underwriters show that a $ 2000 estate 
shrinks nearly 40 per cent in settlement. 
After 
the lawyer, doctor and 
undertaker have 
been 
paid, the current debts have been liquidated, the 
$ 2,000 estate totals just $ 1,226. 
The point of all of this is that you never 
know just how much money your family will have 
on your death unless you have a bank check your 
resources very 
carefully. 
The 
National City 
Bank of New 
York, for instance, 
recently ap­ 
praised the estate of a client who wanted to know 
exactly how much his family would have after 
his death. 
The man was 40 years old, with a wife and 
rmall son. 
He owned a $ 50,000 house and a $ 10,- 
000 country place, had $ 40,000 worth of insurance 
and had 
securities 
and 
investments 
which 
brought his estate up to $ 280,000. 
His salary 
was slightly over $ 50*000 a year. 
All in all, he 
felt sure his family would be well provided for. 
Then the bank made its appraisal. 
It found 
that federal and state taxes and administrative 
costs would amount to $ 43,000 — more than his 
insurance. 
The house and country estate would 
not yield any revenue, so there was another $ 60,- 
000 which would be unproductive. 
Of his in­ 
vestments, it was found that $ 85,000 worth were 
yielding no income at 
present, although 
they 
might be valuable later. 
Thus, out of his very sizable holdings, there 
would be a total of just $ 92,000 from which in­ 
come for his wife and son could be derived. At

THE SUN MAY EXPLODE 
Dr. Edwin B. Frost, 
director of the Verkef 
Observatory, Chicago, and one of the best-known 
astronomers in the country, was giving a talk on 
his 
studies of the 
sun 
the 
other day. He 
invited 
his 
hearers 
to 
ask 
questions, and 
someone asked him if there was any danger that 
the sun might some day explode, as some of the 
distant stars have been known to do. 
“ Yes, I suppose so,” he replied. “ It would be 
a stupendous and impressve disaster — only I 
shouldn’t care to be one of the planets when it 
happened.” 
Probably none of us will lose any sleep over 
the 
contingency. 
Yet it 
gives one a sort 
of 
creepy thrill to read his 
casual comment. Wc 
get a hint of the abject 
powerlessness of man­ 
kind in the face of the great cross current of na ­ 
ture; tor a moment we glimpse the 
invisible, 
menacing forces that lie about us as we go spin­ 
ning, blithely through space. 
Iii recent years we have given up worrying 
about such things. In the old days a comet, or 
an eclipse, would be the signal for a veritable 
epidemic of public terror, and people would iiock 
to the churches to pray for deliverance from the 
mysterious dangers that threatened. 
We don’t 
do that now. 
We think we are a good deal wiser 
than our grandfathers and we are not even wor­ 
ried when an astronomer tells us our sun may 
some day explode. 
But in the process of getting wiser and less 
timorous, it happens that a number of us have 
also lost the sense of mystery that made the 
men of a century or more ago so religious. Feel­ 
ing nothing to fear, we often feel no need for 
prayer. We think we know nearly all there ns to 
know; the world is perfectly matter oi fact and 
understandable. 
Are we right ? Perhaps; yet there are depths 
to the universe which we have not yet plumbed. 
There are potentialities in the darkness beyond 
the stars that we can comprehend only enough 
to realize our own helplessness. 
To a thinking 
men life is never matter of fact or prosaic; it is 
always a great mystery, surrounded on all sides 
by more mystery, terrible and sublime. 
It might be a good thing for us to get back 
a little closer to the wender and terror of our 
ancestors. 
They, at least, were not cursed with 
materialism.

Verdict Declares Gerald Stevens 
Met Death By Shooting Him- 


self With Suicidal 


Intent 


TESTIMONY OF TWO 


WITNESSES OBTAINED 


Gleiiwood School Girl Was First 


To Know of Plans That He 


Intended to Kill Himself 


Dr. Lowell M. Green, Rush 


county coroner, Monday filed his 
verdict with the county clerk, in 
the death of Gerald M. Stevens, 
21-year-old 
Glenwood youth. 


The verdict follows: Gerald M. 
Stevens died October 29, 1928, 
from the effects of a gun shot 
wound in the left breast self 'in- 
flicted with suicidal intent. The

D- Edwin B Frost, director of the Yerke? 


Observatory, Chicago, and one of the best-known 
astronomers in the country, was giving a talk on 
his studies of the sun the 
other day. He 


invited his hearers to ask questions, and 
someone asked him if there was any danger that 
the sun might some d.ay explode, as some of the 
distant stars have been known to do. 


"Yes, J suppose so," he replied. "It would be 


a stupendous and impressve disaster — only I 
shouldn't care to be one of the planets when K 
happened." 


Probably none of us will lose any sleep over 


the contingency. 
Yet it gives one a sort of 


creepy thrill to read his casual comment. We 
get a hint of the abject powerlessness of man- 
kind in *e face of the great cross current of .na- 
ture- tor a moment we glimpse the invisible, 
mei-acing forces that lie about us as we go spin- 
ning, blithely through space. 


Li recent years we have given up worrying 


about such things. In the old days a comet, or 
an eclipse, would be the signal for a veritable 
epidemic of public terror, and people would flock 
to the churches to pray for deliverance from the 
mysterious dangers that threatened. We don't 
do that now. We think we ara a good deal wiser 
than our grandfathers and we are not even wor- 
ried when an astronomer tells us our sun may 
some day explode. 


But in the process of getting wiser and less 


timorous, it happens that a number of us have 
also lost the sense of mystery that made the 
men of a century or more ago so religious. Feel- 
ing nothing to fear, we often feel no need for 
prayer. We think we know nearly all there ns to 
know; the world is perfectly matter of fact and 
understandable. 


Are we right? Perhaps; yet there are depths 


to the universe which we have not yet plumbed. 
There are potentialities in the darkness beyond 
the stars that we can comprehend only enough 
to realize our own helplessness. To a thinking 
men life is never matter of fact or prosaic; it is 
always a great mystery, surrounded on al] sides 
by more mystery, terrible and sublime. 


It might be a good thing for us to get back 


a little closer to the -.v-.nder and terror of our 
fncestors.

materialism.

dinarily require weeks of weary 
travel by foot and pack tram 
to surmount them, three Ameri- 
can geologists have recently re- 
turned from Alaska to 
relate 


how nature's barriers to an un- 
explored section of the Alaskan 
Mountain range were 
broken 


down by seaplane flight. 


With no prospects of smooth 


landing fields after they should 
reach their rugged inland objec- 
tive the American scientists of 
the United States Geological 
Survey who set out to map and 
study one of Alaska's "blind 
spots" were forced to trust to a 
seaplane's ability to fly over 
jagged peaks until some 
in- 


land lake near their working 
base was reached. 


They took off from the harbor 


at Anchorage and in an hour 
and 20 minutes the pilot set the 
tjlane down on 
Chakathamna 


lake—a distance 
inland 
from 


Anchorage that requires three 
weks by^pack train over treach- 
erous country.

trips from Anchorage to

mountain base,

three scientists and 3.000 pounds 
of supplies.
